^non-belief.  After  the  nation  and  the.  wodd  awoke  to  the 
"•iacr'-tiiat  the-  United  States  had  lost  the  presiden  '  who 
had :  guided  •  them.  though  panic,  depression  and  war,  and 
'this  was'  moire'  tthan  justthe  passing  of  a  revered  friend, 
the  question  immediately  arose,.

morning.  Any  doubts  they  might  have  had  were1  dis¬ 
pelled  then  by  his  quiet  assurance  that  the  war  would  be 
carried  on  to  a  successful  finish'  and  that  plans  for  the 
■j  peace  would  go  forward  as  planned. 

It  is  the  privilege  and  duty  of  every  American  to  give 
-1  -to  the  President  the  support  that  will  help  him  tc  best 
accomplish  the  enormous  task  which  has  so  suddenly 
become  his.

Must  We  Have 
Universal  Military 
Service? 

-  President  Charles  Seymour  of 
Yale-  fJqiversity  sayis,  “Yes?" 
Booth  Tarkington  says,  “No!”  ill 
the-  current  issue  of  Libert)' 
muga7i,e«  which  devotey  equal 
space  to  tiie  t  irgumento  of  these 
two  eminent  Americans  each  of 
whom  marshal  a'  convincing 
number  of  reasons  £or  their  re¬ 
spective  viewpoints. 

‘‘It  is  not  true  that  when-  war 
end’s,  peace  (begins,”  states  Sey¬ 
mour.  “In  November  1918,  when 
the  German  armistice  was  sign¬ 
ed,  closing  the  great  war,  a  doz¬ 
en  good  second  class,  wars  im¬ 
mediately  broke,  out.  it  was 
five  years  before  the  last  of 
these  incidental  'conflicts  was  set. 
tied."  After  the  termination  of 
hostilities  with  Germany  and 
Japan  this  time,  President  Sey¬ 
mour  predicts  that  we  shall  again 
face  a  period  of  “neither  peace 
nor  war’’.... one  that  will  neces¬ 
sitate  the  maintenance  of  a  mili¬ 
tary  reserve  in  order  to  prevent 
further  aggression. 

One  oj '  President  Seymour’s 
most  impressive  arguments  is  his

quote  from  George  Washington’s 
message  to  Congress  of  Decern, 
bet,  1763:  “The  United  States 
ought  not  to  indulge  a  persuasion 
that,  contrary  to  the  order  of 
human  events,  they  will  forever 
keep  at  a  distance  those  painful 
appeals  to  arms  with  which  the 
history  of  every  nation  abounds 

Tf  educational  interests  have 
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to,  be  adjusted  to  meet  the  de¬ 
mands  of  military  training  that 
must  be  accepted  as  part  of  the  * 
price'  we  must  pay  for  freedom, 
concludes  *  President  Seysnour . 

Booth  Tarkington,  pn  the  other  r 
hard  insists  that  peacetime  con-'- 
peription.  is  the  unsafest  way  to 
make  ourselves  safe.  He  is  con¬ 
vinced  that  military  training  will 
result  in  the  very  war  we  are 
trying  to  avoid, for  it  will  adver¬ 
tise  to  the  world  at  large  who 
az*e  distrustful  of  te  effectiveness 
of  an  international  security  or¬ 
ganization  , 

Compulsory  military  service 
i3  a  “violent  reversal  of  previ- 
u$  American  concepticp,-:?  of  Lib¬ 
erty”  and  “woul  alter  -the  lives 
and  minds  not  only  of  the  boys 
themselves  but  also  of  their,  fam¬ 
ilies*’  according  to  Tarkington. 

There  is  <r.o  possibility  of  an¬ 
other  war  with  Japan  or  Ger¬ 
many  since  they  will  be  militar¬ 
ily  helpless,  .{here  is  no  reason  to 
expect  conflict  with  Great  Bri-  * 
tain  or  China  so  the  only  other 
world  pwer  left  is  Russia.  If  we 
set  up  peacetime  conscription  it  P 
will  be  for  a  war  with  Russia, 
states  Tarkington,  who  discounts 
such  an  occurrence. 

“Since  in  an  enforced  law  for 
permanent  peace  and  in  nothing 
els*  lies  our  country’s  only  de¬ 
pendable  safety  shall  we  not  let 
the  struggle  for  that  law  and  the 
security  of  peace  do  more,  thaw 
begin  before  we  plunge  into  -  a 
policy  that  of  itself  is  dangerous 
and  a  despair  of  any  (nation’s 
safety?”,  asks  Tarkington. 
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
